Although  only  Venus  is  now  vuiblc  rn 
die  evening,  two  other  planets  appear  in  ihe 
southcait  More  itmHse.  Brightest  of  theve 
ii  Jupiter,  in  the  con'frnalion  of  Virgtj,  the 
virgin.  It  is  ctoie  to  the  bright  itar  Spica. 
However,  it  exceeds  the  star  in  hrdbance 
about  ten  tiints. 

Farther  cast  is  Mart,  rising  about  an  h<Mir 
ahead  cf  the  sun.  Its  brightness  it  about 
half  that  of  Spka.  Mercury  and  Saturn 
arc  both  loo  near  the  lun  1o  lie  easily  visible 
in  Novenibcn

That  meant  that  it 
toilowed  the  mn  in  iu  daily  motion  acroti 
the  skv*  and  remained  vii^e  in  the  weti 
after  the  vun  had  scL  On  Nov.  18  it  wil] 
be  farther  east  nf  the  tun,  bence  remaining 
m the  sky  for  the  longetf  tiine  after  mniet, 
nearly  rhrec  hours.  After  that  it  will  itm 
xns>viiig  toward  the  lun  ig^m.

Toward  the  west  u Deneo,  at  the  top  d 
the  "northem  eras,**  which  t«  realty  part 
of  the  constellation  of  Cygnut,  the  iwaii. 
Deneb  is  in  the  bird's  tail;  in  fact,  the  word 
Is  Arabic  and  means  ‘^tatL"  The  croupicce 
represents  the  wings,  and  the  tower  part  ot 
the  cTov  bis  long  neck,  itmcbed  forward 
in  dighL  At  the  head  is  Albireo^  a star  of 
the  vro>mi  magnitude  on  the  tscronomical 
bfigomcn  leak.  Below  Cygnus  b axxither 
fifu-magnitude  star,  Vegi,  in  Lyra,  die  lyre 
To  rhe  left  it  another  bird,  Aquib,  the 
eagle,  with  The  itar  Altair. 

High  in  the  louih  you  can  see  the  four 
lurs  that  form  the  **grett  square,*  pan  of 
the  comteiiadon  of  Pc^ntf,  the  winged 
horse.  Although  these  are  noc  among  the 
brightest,  :i^ir  characteruoc  arrangement 
m.jkcs  them  a good  siartmg  place  from 
which  to  find  ocher  groups.
